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FOREWORD 


THIS  collection  of  American  historical  and  pedigreed  furniture, 
silver,  and  other  objects,  which  we  consider  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
of  its  kind  that  has  ever  appeared  at  public  sale,  largely  represents 
twenty-five  years  of  assiduous  and  highly  discriminating  collecting  on  the 
part  of  the  late  Philip  Flayderman  of  Boston.  Flad  he  lived,  there  is  no 
question  but  that  many  of  these  important  items  never  would  have  appeared 
in  the  open  market.  Many  of  the  pieces,  valuable  in  themselves  as  fine 
examples  of  Colonial  and  early  Federal  craftsmanship,  gain  added  im- 
portance by  their  association  with  distinguished  characters  of  American 
history.  Others  have  been  handed  down  in  families  as  heirlooms  and  can 
be  traced  back  to  colonists  of  New  England  as  early  as  the  reigns  of 
Will  iam  and  Alary  and  of  Queen  Anne.  Highly  important  are  the  pieces 
decorated  in  marquetry  with  the  emblems  of  the  young  Republic,  revealing 
the  extent  of  the  patriotic  fervor  which  was  to  find  its  counterpart  in  later 
years  in  Prance,  when  furniture  was  carved  with  the  torch  and  cap  of 

Liberty. 

It  is  said  of  Philip  Flayderman  that  he  went  about  his  collecting  in  a 
quiet  and  unassuming  manner,  even  to  the  extent  of  keeping  his  close 
personal  friends  in  ignorance  of  the  fine  pieces  that  he  gathered.  The 
affidavits  of  authenticity  that  accompany  most  of  the  important  items,  as 
well  as  the  quality  of  the  pieces  themselves,  bear  witness  to  his  practicability 
as  well  as  to  his  degree  of  connoisseurship  in  judging  American  antiques.  It 
might  be  claimed  that  no  other  collection  contains  such  a large  number  of 
pieces  bearing  the  makers’  original  trade  labels,  constituting  in  themselves 
a valuable  reference,  and  revealing  the  high  degree  of  quality  attained  by 
Colonial  craftsmen. 

Impossible  as  it  is  to  enumerate  in  a foreword  all  of  the  major  pieces, 
a few  of  the  high  lights  of  the  sale  will  be  touched  upon.  A Hepplewhite 
secretary  [No.  451],  by  John  Seymour  of  Boston,  is  unquestionably  as 
fine  as  anything  existing  of  its  type,  and  is  one  of  the  two  known  labeled 
pieces  by  this  maker,  the  other  of  less  striking  quality  being  in  the  Aletro- 
politan  Museum  of  Art.  A mahogany  blocked  tea  table  with  claw-and- 
ball  feet  by  John  Goddard,  of  Newport,  R.  I.  [No.  450],  is  authenticated 
by  letters  that  passed  between  this  cabinetmaker  and  the  person  for  whom 
the  table  was  made,  and  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Rhode  Island  School 
of  Design;  the  table  was  ordered  from  Goddard  by  Jabez  Bowen,  one  of 


the  most  distinguished  figures  in  the  history  of  Rhode  Island,  and  the 
piece  has  descended  direct  in  the  Bowen  family.  A silver  punch  strainer 
[Xo.  388],  of  exceptionally  fine  workmanship,  comes  from  the  same  family. 
A silver  tankard  by  Samuel  Vernon,  of  Newport,  R.  I.  [No.  387],  has 
descended  from  Colonel  Joseph  Noyes  who  commanded  the  first  Regiment 
of  Militia  of  Kings  County,  R.  1.  in  1778;  the  tankard  is  adorned  on  the 
handle  with  an  English  silver  coin  of  the  reign  of  William  III,  establishing 
an  early  date  for  the  piece  and  rendering  it  extremely  rare.  A sideboard 
and  a writing  desk  [Nos.  417  and  418]  bear  the  original  labels  of  Benjamin 
Frothingham,  a personal  friend  of  George  Washington,  and  Major  of 
Artillery  during  the  Revolution. 

A carved  maple  armchair  [No.  459],  owned  by  Governor  John 
Hancock,  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  was  used  by  him  at 
his  inauguration  as  first  Governor  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts;  another 
Signer's  piece  is  a fine  Hepplewhite  sideboard  [No.  487],  owned  by  Gover- 
nor Josiah  Bartlett,  New  Hampshire.  A group  of  four  matched  card 
tables  [Nos.  470  and  471]  are  the  only  ones  known  bearing  the  original 
labels  of  John  Townsend,  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  a contemporary  of  Goddard. 
The  Chippendale  Pembroke  table  [No.  472],  also  bearing  this  maker’s 
label,  is  claimed  to  be  of  superior  quality  to  the  labeled  Townsend  tea  table 
in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  and  is  accompanied  by  a tea  urn  stand 
[No.  473]  of  identical  design  and  undoubtedly  by  Townsend.  A group 
of  heirlooms  comprising  a sideboard,  a pair  of  knife  boxes,  two  portraits 
by  Joseph  Blackburn,  a set  of  nine  Duncan  Phyfe  shield-back  chairs,  and 
a finely  carved  Chippendale  chair  [Nos.  442  — 447]  recalls  the  close  per- 
sonal friendship  and  colorful  history  of  two  noted  characters  of  the  pre- 
Revolutionary  period,  Sir  William  Johnson  (of  French  and  Indian  War 
fame)  and  Daniel  Campbell,  wealthy  citizen  of  Schenectady,  N.  Y. 

The  sale  of  this  collection,  which  takes  place  by  order  of  Hyman 
Kaufman  and  Benjamin  Flayderman,  individually  and  as  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  the  late  Philip  Flayderman,  will  enable  collectors  to  acquire 
pieces  of  unique  character  and  superb  quality.

A two-handled  silver  beaker  by  Vernon  presented  in  1707  by  Sir  John  Davis, 
Recorder  of  the  Incorporation  of  Groton,  is  in  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
Groton,  Conn.  Vide:  Bigelow,  Historic  Silver  of  the  Colonies  and  Its  Makers 
and  Ensko,  American  Silversmiths  and  their  Marks. 

The  tankard  was  formerly  in  the  possession  of  Joseph  Noyes,  who  was 
Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Militia,  Kings  County,  1778,  and  commanded 
under  Major  General  Sullivan  during  the  War.

The  son,  William  Cranch  Bond,  astronomer,  is 
noted  for  his  work  in  superintending  the  erection  of  the  Harvard  Observatory  in 
1839;  his  son  George  also  maintained  the  reputation  of  this  noted  family  in  the 
field  of  astronomy.

shop  near  Milk  Street.  He  enlisted  in  Richard  Gridley’s  Artillery  Company  in 
1756  and  served  for  seven  years.  In  the  Revolutionary  War,  he  gained  the  rank 
of  Major  of  Artillery  and  became  a close  friend  of  George  Washington.  F.  F. 
Hunnewell  in  History  of  Charlestown  records  that  Major  Benjamin  Frothingham 
lived  on  Walker  Street  and  lost  his  dwelling,  barn,  and  shop  in  the  destruction 
of  Charlestown  by  the  British  in  1775.  It  was  at  his  house,  rebuilt  after  the  War, 
that  President  Washington,  on  his  only  visit  to  Charlestown,  made  a social  call 
on  the  friend  whom  he  had  known  as  an  officer  during  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution.

Note:  Joseph  Blackburn,  one  of  the  early  New  England  portrait  painters, 
was  born  in  Great  Britain,  probably  about  1720,  and  painted  in  America  between 
1754  and  1762;  about  eighty  of  his  portraits  exist  in  this  country,  among  them 
those  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Dering  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Jonathan 
and  Margaret  Simpson  in  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  portraits  of  the 
Atkinson  family  in  the  Worcester  Art  Museum  and  in  the  Rhode  Island  School 
of  Design. 

Sir  William  Johnson,  Bart.  (17T5-1774)  was  an  Irish  gentleman  who  founded 
an  estate  near  Schenectady  in  1738,  became  friendly  with  the  Indians  and  in 
1748  was  in  command  of  the  New  York  Colonial  forces.:  After  treating  with  the 

Indians,  he  was  created  major  general  and  baronet  in  1755,  after  the  victory  of 
Lake  George.  On  the  death  of  his  wife,  he  became  united  with  ‘Molly’  Brant 
(the  sister  of  the  Mohawk  Sachem,  Thayendanegea),  with  whom  he  lived  until 
his  death  and  by  whom  he  had  eight  natural  children.  The  present  painting 
comes  from  a descendant  of  Daniel  Campbell,  an  intimate  friend  and  executor  of 
Sir  William  Johnson  (see  George  S.  Roberts,  Old  Schenectady,  n.d.,  pp.  239-241).

Note:  This  beautiful  table  is  authenticated  as  being  the  work  of  John  God- 

dard by  three  letters  in  the  possession  of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  and 
highly  interesting  is  the  claim  that  the  discovery  of  the  tea  table  and  the  letters 
established  first  proof  of  the  existence  of  John  Goddard  as  a Newport,  R.  I., 
cabinetmaker,  now  ranked  as  one  of  the  two  best  craftsmen  in  Colonial  America. 

The  letters  also  refer  to  the  table  as  being  made  for  Jabez  Bowen  and  are  further 
interesting  in  their  revelation  of  a misunderstanding  that  arose  between  craftsman 
and  client,  and  also  in  their  telling  of  work  carried  out  by  Goddard  for  Governor 
Hopkins  and  others. 

Jabez  Bowen  was  Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Militia  of  Providence 
County,  1776,  and  as  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court,  was  chosen  to  meet  Commis- 
sioners from  other  states  according  to  the  recommendation  of  Congress  in  1777; 
Member  of  the  Council  of  War  in  1781,  and  at  the  same  time  elected  Deputy 
Governor  of  Rhode  Island.  He  was  created  charter  member  in  the  Order  of  the 
Cincinnati  in  1783.  Vis:  State  Records,  State  House,  Providence. 

The  table  has  descended  in  the  Bowen  family,  from  whom  it  was  pur-

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THE  history  of  the  three  following  historical  chairs  is  given  in  an  affidavit 
sworn  to  by  a descendant  of  Mary  Quincy,  sister  of  Dorothy  Quincy,  the 
wife  of  John  Hancock,  and  in  whose  family  the  chairs  have  descended  and  from 
whom  they  were  purchased  by  the  present  owners.  The  Governor  Hancock 
armchair  [No.  459]  has  been  handed  down  from  generation  to  generation  as  the 
chair  used  by  John  Hancock  at  his  inauguration  as  first  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts. According  to  the  attester,  the  chair  “was  my  mother’s  prized  posses- 
sion and  was  always  with  her,  even  when  she  went  to  Philadelphia”.  The 
Judge  John  Cushing  chair  [No.  460]  formed  part  of  the  original  furnishings 
of  the  old  State  House  at  Boston,  and  according  to  the  family  tradition  is  the 
chair  in  which  Judge  Cushing  sat  during  the  trial  of  the  British  soldiers  who 
participated  in  the  Boston  massacre.  A similar  chair  from  the  same  source  is 
to  be  seen  in  the  present  State  House  at  Boston.  The  ‘Lady  Pepperell’  chair 
[No.  461]  was  owned  by  the  wife  of  Sir  William  Pepperell,  of  Siege  of  Louis- 
burg  fame,  and  other  important  military  activities  in  the  early  Colonial  period, 
afterwards  acting  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  and  came  into  the  family 
with  the  marriage  of  Mary  Sheafe,  daughter  of  Senator  James  Sheafe  of 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire  (1755-1829).  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  the 
Sheafes  of  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  married  with  the  Pepperells  of  Kit- 
tery,  Maine,  just  across  the  border.  The  chair  has  always  been  known  as  the 
‘Lady  Pepperell’  chair. 


459.  The  Governor  Hancock  Inauguration  Chair 

New  England,  circa  1710 
A finely  carved  maple  armchair  of  early  type,  the  high  back  with 
carved  scroll  and  foliage  crest,  boldly  curved  arms  resting  on  balus- 
ters that  extend  into  vase  and  ring  turned  front  legs  with  carved 
‘Spanish'  feet.  The  front  posts  braced  by  a handsome  stretcher 
turned  in  ball-and-collar  pattern  at  the  centre.  Back  retains  its  orig- 
inal caned  panel  which  has  been  covered  with  mulberry-red  velours 
at  some  later  period. 

Note:  The  chair  was  used  by  John  Hancock,  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of

its  history  and  sworn  to  by  a descendant  of  the  Governor’s  family,  will  be  given 
to  the  purchaser.  A piece  of  the  wedding  gown  of  Dorothy  Quincy,  the  wife  of 
John  Hancock,  accompanies  the  chair,  and  is  mentioned  in  the  affidavit.

Chair  of  bergere  type  with  rounded  hack  sloping  into  arms  that  end 
on  balusters,  slightly  curved  seat,  ringed  and  tapered  round  legs  that 
end  in  casters.  Back  and  seat  covered  in  black  haircloth  of  a later 
period.  Bordered  with  brass  nails.  Three  of  the  legs  are  braced 
with  metal. 

Note:  The  chair  was  part  of  the  original  furnishings  of  the  old  Boston  State 
House  and  has  been  handed  down  in  the  Cushing  family.  It  is  said  to  be  the 
chair  in  which  Judge  John  Cushing  sat  when  presiding  at  the  trial  of  the  British 
soldiers  in  the  Boston  massacre.

Note:  This  chair  was  owned  originally  by  Sir  William  and  Lady  Pepperell 

of  Kittery,  Me.  Sir  William  ranks  with  Washington  as  a genius  in  military 
matters  and  is  famed  for  having  conducted  the  Siege  of  Louisburg,  and  for 
negotiations  with  the  Indians.  He  was  Acting  Governor  of  the  Massachusetts 
Colony  in  1756-8,  and  in  the  words  of  Appleton  “did  more  than  any  other  man  to 
prepare  the  army  that  was  afterward  to  achieve  American  independence.”  A 
photostat  copy  of  the  preceding  affidavit  stating  the  history  of  the  chair  will  be 
given  to  the  purchaser.

The  blocking  and  shell  carving 
of  the  pendulum  door  is  accepted  generally  as  a form  of  ornamentation  confined 
to  the  Rhode  Island  school  of  cabinetmakers,  and  the  fact  that  the  clock  dial  is 
unsigned  further  substantiates  the  claim  that  the  clock  is  by  John  Goddard.

Arched  and  painted  metal  dial  shows  phases  of  the  moon  on  a revolv- 
ing disc;  movement  by  C.  & D.  Farrar,  Lampeter,  Pa.  In  a case  of 
splendid  design,  condition  and  quality,  the  arched  hood  with  fluted 
pilasters  supporting  a double-scroll  pediment  surmounted  by  three 
fluted  urn  and  flame  iinials  on  square  plinths.  The  deep  frieze  richly 
carved  in  relief  in  the  Chippendale  manner  with  leaf  arabesques  on 
a stippled  ground.  Case  arranged  in  two  tiers  with  arched  pendulum 
door,  chamfered  and  fluted  columnar  corners,  finely  carved  borders 
and  ogee  bracket  feet.

Note:  The  above  attribution  for  this  splendid  clock  case  is  made  on  the 

grounds  that  it  bears  outstanding  characteristics  of  both  of  these  Philadelphia 
cabinetmakers,  and  secondly  because  it  is  known  that  Gostelowe  and  Randolph 
executed  fine  clock  cases  to  special  order  of  their  patrons,  to  hold  the  fine  imported 
English  brass  dialed  movements,  or  the  simpler  movements  of  native  manufacture, 
as  in  the  present  case.

Note:  John  Townsend  and  John  Goddard  were  relatives,  and  these  two 

men  are  ranked  as  the  leading  cabinetmakers  of  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  at  this 
period,  Goddard  excelling  in  wood  carving  and  Townsend  in  reproducing  the 
styles  of  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton.  This  pair  of  tables  and  the  following  pair 
form  a group  of  four  matched  card  tables  and,  as  far  as  is  known,  are  the  only 
ones  existing  bearing  Townsend’s  label^  They  were  originally  the  property  of 
Col.  John  Cooke,  who  commanded  the  second  regiment  of  Newport  and  Bristol 
Counties  in  various  engagements  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  was  counted 
one  of  the  richest  men  in  Rhode  Island.  The  four  tables  descended  in  the  family 
to  four  sisters  from  whom  the  present  owners  obtained  them.  An  accompanying 
affidavit  detailing  the  history  cf  the  card  tables  from  first  to  last  ownership,  will 
be  given  to  the  purchaser.

Newburyport,  Mass.,  circa  1760-70 
Slightly  arched  and  canted  back  and  Haring  seat,  gracefully  voluted 
arms  resting  on  attenuated  and  curved  uprights  carved  in  cabochon 
and  scroll  pattern  on  the  lower  sections  at  the  junction  with  the  seat 
frame.  Angular  cabriole  front  legs  ending  in  claw-and-ball  feet  and 
braced  to  the  slightly  canted  plain  rear  posts  by  turned  spindle 
stretchers.  The  chair  retains  an  old  coating  of  varnish  which  should 
be  removed  to  expose  the  tine  grain  of  the  wood  — this  the  owner 
thought  had  better  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  purchaser. 

Note:  The  chair  is  attributed  to  a Newburyport  chair  maker  and  displays 

characteristics  of  design  found  in  work  by  craftsmen  of  this  locality.  The  carving 
of  the  arm  supports  especially  should  be  noted,  also  the  use  of  the  claw-footed 
cabriole  leg  in  pl?.ce  of  the  straight  leg  usually  found  on  chairs  of  this  designa- 
tion. If  the  term  'Martha  Washington’  is  to  be  applied  to  all  chairs  that  conform 
generally  to  this  style,  the  present  example  might  be  termed  one  of  the  earliest 
and  rarest  examples  that  has  yet  come  to  light.  An  interesting  feature  is  the 
rabbeting  of  the  seat,  which  traverses  the  frame  in  the  English  manner,  but  which 
is  of  maple,  thus  establishing  an  American  origin  for  the  chair. 

The  chair  has  remained  in  a Newburyport,  Mass,  family  since  1775,  and 
was  used  at  one  time  in  the  old  Wolfe  Tavern,  kept  and  owned  by  an  early 
ancestor,  who  was  Captain  Davenport  of  Newburyport.  An  affidavit  giving  the 
history  of  the  chair  and  sworn  to  by  a member  of  the  family  will  be  given  to 
the  purchaser.

Dutch  Footed  Armchair  American,  circa  1720-30 

Slightly  canted  high  hack  with  hollowed  head  rest,  voluted  and 
abbreviated  arms  with  fluted  terminals  resting  on  attenuated  sup- 
ports which  spring  from  the  seat  frame;  saddle-shaped  seat.  Cabriole 
front  legs,  carved  with  fluted  shells  and  bell-flowers  on  the  knees  end 
in  pad  feet  and  are  braced  to  the  chamfered  rear  posts  by  turned 
spindle  stretchers.

Note:  Jonathan  Harrington,  cabinetmaker  of  Lexington,  Mass.,  is  known  as 

the  last  survivor  of  this  historical  action,  which  commenced  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution. Harrington,  a young  man  at  this  time,  marshaled  his  compatriots  on  that 
April  morning  by  playing  the  fife  on  Lexington  Green.  His  relatives,  Jonathan 
and  Caleb  Harrington,  were  killed,  but  there  is  no  record  of  Jonathan  Harrington 
having  taken  any  further  part  in  the  battle.  As  Lossing  states  in  his  Pictorial 
Field  Book  of  the  Revolution,  “Mr.  Harrington  opened  the  Ball  of  the  Revolution 
with  the  shrill  notes  of  the  fife  and  then  retired  from  the  arena”.  He  continued 
to  live  to  a ripe  old  age,  and  at  ninety  years  was  interviewed  by  the  author  of 
this  capital  work  on  the  Revolutionary  War.

Note:  The  chest  has  descended  in  the  Essex,  Mass.,  branch  of  the  Choate 

family,  which  includes  that  great  scholar  and  eminent  attorney,  Rufus  Choate, 
(1799-1859),  who  is  descended  from  John,  the  first  American  Choate,  who  settled 
in  Massachusetts  and  became  a citizen  in  1667.  As  the  chest  could  have  been 
made  at  any  time  between  1660  and  1690,  it  may  be  assumed  that  it  has  remained 
in  the  possession  of  this  distinguished  New  England  family  for  close  to  two  and 
a half  centuries,  and  was  purchased  by  the  present  owners  direct  from  members 
of  the  family.  An  illustration  made  thirty-three  years  ago  for  a genealogical 
history  of  the  family  shows  the  chest  in  its  present  condition,  standing  in  a room 
in  the  family  homestead  on  Choate  Island,  built  by  Francis  Choate  in  1725,  and 
where  Rufus  Choate  was  born.

Note:  William  Wirt  (1772-1834),  scholar,  author,  state  legislator,  and 

eminent  lawyer,  was  a friend  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  James  Monroe  and  is 
famous  for  his  speech  in  the  trial  in  which  he  assisted  the  United  States  attorney 
in  the  prosecution  of  Aaron  Burr.  The  speech,  occupying  four  hours,  was  char- 
acterized for  its  eloquent  appeal,  polished  wit,  and  logical  reasoning,  and  greatly 
extended  his  fame.  A prolific  author,  his  works  include  Sketches  of  the  Life  and 
Character  of  Patrick  Henry,  Letters  by  John  Quincy  Adams  and  William  Wirt  to 
the  Anti-Masonic  Committee  of  York  County,  and  Addresses  on  the  Triumph  of 
Liberty  in  France.  He  afterwards  became  U.  S.  Attorney  General  under  Madison. 

It  is  claimed  that  Wirt  wrote  Letters  of  the  British  Spy  on  this  chair,  the  legend 
being  handed  down  in  the  family.  The  historical  association  of  the  chair  is  given 
in  an  accompanying  affidavit  sworn  to  by  a direct  descendant.  This  affidavit  will 
be  given  to  the  purchaser.

John  Goddard,  the  noted  cabinetmaker,  married  Townsend’s 
daughter  Hannah,  in  1746.  Judging  from  a point  of  style  and  condition,  the 
present  set  of  six  chairs  are  extremely  fine.  The  fact  that  they  and  the  following 
wing  chair  match  and  are  by  the  same  maker  makes  them  extremely  interesting 
and  almost  unique.
